HARRISBURG (UPI)- T h e state 
Labor and Industry Department 
has come up with some support­ 
ing evidence for its statewide 
campaign to eliminate fire haz­ 
ards in the state’s schools. 
In an inspection report of two 
recent fires, at Delhaas public 
school in Levittown and Frailey 
School at Donaldson, the depart­ 
ment outlined how fire control 
devices vary. 
The report said the Delhaas 
school fire Feb. 2 .started from 
overloaded electrical wiring and 
caused $800,000 damage. However 
the 1.200 pupils in the school got 
out safely. 
Cites Evacuation Ease 
Labor and Industry Secretary 
William L. Batt Jr. said that the 
ease with which the school w*as 
evacuated "proves the value of 
the one-story building as a safety 
precaution.” 
"Fire walls that can shut off 
sections of the building in case 
of fire also proved their effective­ 
ness in this case." he said. "The 
Delhaas school is in use today 
for no other reason. 'Tie old sec­ 
tion was destroyed." 
He noted that the Frailey school 
caught fire Feb. 6 before classes 
were to start. 
It had an open 
wooden stairway up which the 
flames raced as in the Chicago 
school fire, the report noted. The
